There were nineteen or twenty of us in the 
boat. By this time the steamer was so listed 
that people couid not keep their feet, but 
were sliding shrieking into the water. They 
called for help but none came. I saw some 
crowds start to lower other boats as the 
ship sank, but they could not. We were 
only three yards away when the steamer 
weuat down. Her main truck almost strik- 
ing our boat. Cur escape was miraculous, 
for if it had struck none would have escap- 
ed. La Bourgogne settied down into the 
water at an angie of 65 degrees. We could 
just see her second smoke stack, than her 
bow came up perpendicular. The steamer 
seemed to stand there for an instant and 
then disappeared stern first.

hey still had 15 sacks of flour at 
Pee] river, and just before Chrismas 
Mel. Matheson and Sutherland started 
to Peel river to bring it. They were 
caught in the mountains and were 
lost for six days. For three days they 
had nothing to eat but tobacco. They 
left dogs and sleighs in the mountains 
and finally got back to La Pierre's 


house. All the dogs except one found 
their way home. In a few days 
Sutherland started back with an In- 


dian guide, got through all right and 
brought the flour back, At date of 
writing the party had logs out to be 
sawn intolumber for a boat. They 
expected to have six weeks start of 
their friends left at Peel river, in the 
spring; as they could not start until 
the ice was out ofthe Mackenzie. 
After seeing how successful Robertson 
and his friends were in getting across 
they wished to cross in the winter also, 
but could not get enough dog feed to 
enable them to make the trip. Robert- 
son hear! good reports about gold at 
Sucker river, and they would prospect 
it‘on their way down. The party were 
living very comfortably iu a house be- 
longing t» the H.B.Co, 12x15, in 
which they had a good box stove. 
They had all the fresh meat they could 
use, killed by the Indians, and plenty 
of wood to burn. 

Dr. Macdonald, late of Calgary, and 
of the Segers party, had made a trip 
frem Foit Macpherson to the coast 
during the winter. He heard there 
that seven whaling ships and 16 men 
had been lost in the Arctic in the 
same storm that froze their party in on 
the Mackenzie. He also spoke 
ct Walker having been sent out 
to San Francisco by way of Edmonton 
in order to have relief sent to the 
crews with the first open water. The 
crews, 300 men in all, were on half 
rations when Walker left them. It 
was not thoaght probable that Walker 
would make the trip. 

Mr. Robertson mentions that the 
Stephen, Jenner and Graham parties, 
who started from Edmonton about the 
same time as they did went up the 
Liard. 

The Hudson Bay mail was to leave 
Pee] river on Feb. 15th, and no doubt 
the letter was written by Mr. Robertson 
fir that mail and it took three and a 
balf months in reaching its destination. 

Mrs. W. D. Matheson is in receipt 
of a letter from her husband, dated 
from La Pierre's house, Porcupire 
river, on Jan. 9th. Mr. Matheson 
was well satisfied with the progress 
the party had made and expected to 
be in Dawson by June 15th. The 
news in his letter corroborated that in 
F. M. Robertson’s letter.

FROM HERSCHELL ISLAND. 


F. A. Hardisty writes to Dr. Mc- 
Innis from Herschell Island in the 
Arctic ocean, west of the mouth of 
the Mackenzie, under date of Jan. 
isth. Mr. Hardisty was one of a 
party headed by Capt. Segers, which 
left Edmonton in August last bound 
for Dawson by way of Peel river. 
They reached Fort Macpherson on 
Peel river in eight days from Fort

quick time. They were delayed two 
and a half days on the way and 
arrived just in time, before winter set 
in.

On Dec. 31st, I left Macpherson on 
|a visit to Herscheil Island in company 
| with three Esquimaux who had come 
‘from the coast. A jollier lot of 
fellows than these three huskies I 
never travelled with. They surprised 
|me very much by their intelligence, 

modesty and truthfulness. Though 
we nearly starved before we reached 
the coast they did not mind and did 
their best for me, giving me the lion’s 
share, but I would not take it. They 
are most kind to their dogs and never 
whip or abuse them. One of them 
* Oolak ” could speak very fair Eng- 
lish, Infact English is spoken by a 
great many of them. The Huskies 
are the most independent native 
people from Labrador to the Pacific. 
They are all well off and are never in 
want. They always have plenty of 
provisions. They are well armed with 
Winchester rifles purchased from the 
whalers. 

On arriving at the coast I put up 
at the house of a man named How- 
land, who could not do enough for me. 
He kept me three days till I recruit- 
ed up a bit, for I was pretty weak 
and hungry. He also supplied me 
with grub when I left for the Island, 
which is 70 miles from his place. I 
tell you this because he is going out 
to Edmonton next summer, and if you 
are there I want you to give him any 
help or assistance you can, as he has 
never been in Canada. 


I enjoyed sleeping in the igloos 
(snow houses) as there was no wood, 
and the wind blew hard all the time 
on the coast. On arriving at Her- 
schell Island (lat. 68.13) I was receiv- 
ed like a king. The ship captains 
vied with each other for my company, 
until they were likely to give me the 
swelled head. Only two ships are here 
this winter. Four are wintering at 
Point Bathurst. Five are to west- 
ward, all caught in theice. They 
will surely go to pieces wheu the ice 
breaks up in summer. One has sunk, 
one has been crushed and one burned. 
All the crews, 180 men, are on short 
allowance for 11 months. i am stay- 
ing with Rev. Mr. Stringer and he is 
living in the whaling company’s 
house. Twenty-seven below zero is 
the coldest day as yet here, though 
there was an exceptionally early 
winter. The ships were just harbored 
in time, Sept. 13th. Yesterday (Jan. 
17th) I enjoyed a good game of base 
ball. I played without gloves and 
wore no more clothes than I would in 
Edmonton. They have a billiard hall 
here and it helps a great deal to pass 
away the long hours. The sun show- 
ed himself here for the first time in 
six weeks on the 14th inst. The aurora 
is beautiful and wonderful. A hiss- 
ing noise is sometimes heard from it. 
It travels with amazing rapidity and 
is of all colors. There are very few 
ice hergs in view and these are small. 
I was nearly scared out of a year’s 

growth the day I crossed from Cape 

point to the Island, 22 miles, I was 
walking ahead of the dogs, thinking, 
when all of a sudden the Arctic 
ocean cracked under my feet. My 
long hair stood on end, my teeth 

chattered, my toe nails rattled. I 

was simply paralyzed. It was like the 

report of 10,000 bombs. I thought I 

was food for whales. 


I dined off Polar bear meat yester- 
day and it was good. There is plenty 
of deer meat. The ships have about 
10,000 pounds already. They use an 
enormous quantity of* provisions here. 
Everything is by the ton. Beef, 
vegetables, fruits, canned meat of all 
kinds. About 10 gallons of coal oil 
a day is consumed at this place. Coal

When it is coming back? To the 
above questions no intelligent answer 
can be given, as the delivery 0. - ail 
matter in this section is an act of 
charity, conferred upon the sender by 
some poor half breed who will, in a 
half starved condition,~undertake to 
track a boat to the Landing, some 180 
miles as they travel, for no other con- 
sideration than a square meal or two 
and a familiar slap on the back. 


The H. B. Co. tramway prices have 
been cut from $5.00 a ton to $3.00 a 
ton. Boats are charged $5.00 to 
$10.00 each according to size and 
weight. It is a little late in the day, 
as a great many dollars worth of 
business has been packed over by 
people who thought the price un- 
reascnable. 


Ed. Nagle, trader of Resolution, has | 


a team of horses with him which he is 
taking to Smith portage for portage 
purposes, This ought to be a good 
thing for Nagle. Taking horses by 
boat is an experiment on these waters, 
aud so far Mr. Nagle has had most 
excellent luck. 


A party of Minneapolis boys ran on 
a rock at the Pelican rapids. There 
was no particular danger to the boat at 
the time. However, it wasa new ex- 
perience ard looked a trifle dark. 
While the cloud of imaginary peril was 
moving o'er them, one of the crew 
reachel wildly around aad the first 
armfu’ that he threw over consisted of 
the following articles: Four pair 
moccasins, a coat, a small hat, a teweh 
an old newspaper and a pair of shoes. 


Another man or another boat while 
in the same fix picked up a dog and 
sprung upon the gunwaile and then 
overboard. The dog got safely to shore. 
The man drifted with the current and 
managed to get upona rock. It took 
100 feet of rope and a bit of argument 
to get him ashore. 


Mr. Phillips, the government eteam- 
boat inspector, is here with W. T. 
Livock’s party on his way down the 
river as far as his duties call him. 

The “ Quo Vadis” a boat built on 
an altogether new line, for Mr. Clat- 
worthy, arrived here on the Ist of 
June, after being 29 days out from the 
Landing. He claims to have discover- 
ed rocxs in the river that heretofore 
have been unknown to the oldest river 
man in these parts. His statement is 
credited here, as he has but one of the 
original planks left in his boat. 


The “‘ Sparrow ” arrived on the morn- 
ing of the 4th, everything aboard O. K. 
Mr. Leitch is on the look out fora 
gcod pilot to take him to McMurray. 
“ Billy ” Clark is by long odds the best 
hustler on the river. He is at present 
at McMurray or on his way back. 
Mr. Leitch wiil require the very best 
man he can get. 


The Stewart party, of Hamilton, are 
over the island portage and are getting 
in shape for the run to McMurray. 
They are well, and General Stewart 
as large as life. 

June 12, ’89. 


Mr. Epton, a member of the Leitch 
party of the steamer Sparrow, while 
making a trip to Grand Island from 
the steamer with freight, slipped on a 
plank and falling heavily on a snubbing 
post broke two small ribs. Dr. Sayers, 
the steamer’s surgeon, attended him. 
He is doing nicely and will be around 
shortly. 

The water in the river is rising 
rapidly and at present is at a fair stage. 
The Sparrow, with a draught of two 
feet, is slowly making her way down 
Grand rapids. 

Mr. Nagle got away from the big 
eddy on the morning of the 19th, 
getting past the rapids here safely. 

The H. B. Co. transport did not 
have the best of luck. While running 
No. 2, a fine new sturgeon head boat, 
over the Little Grand the pilot missed 
his footing, while sparring off a bad 
rock, causing the boat to strike hard. 
The water, at that point, is very swift. 
The boat went over. The occu- 
pants with much difficulty reached 
shore with a rope, but it was impossible 
to hold the boat. It was carried away, 
with the entire cargo of 150 pieces, 
—15,000 pounds. All but three were 
recovered further down the river, more 
or less damaged by water. 

A heavy hail storm is raging here to- 
day, some of the hailstones being quite 
large. Your correspondent takes a 74 
hat, 62 of the stores filled it to the 
brim. Some Klondikers sojourniag 
here have donned their arctic clothes, 
A giimpse at one of them would make 
you think it was 70 below. 

The weather here has been quite 
cool for the past week. It is a relief 
that providencefhas bestowed upon a

FINLAY RIVER NEWS. 


F. M. Baker, an account of whose 
accident in Finlay rapids appeared in 
last issue, left Edmonton with three 
other men on March 6th, with horses 
and sleighs. They reached Fort St. 
John on April 7th. They lay at St. 
John until the ice went out. They 
then started to track their supplies up 
the river in a boat, but had only 
reached the mouth of Cache Creek | 
when they met high water and could 
not track further. They landed and 
packed from Cache Creek to the head 
of Recky Mountain portage, about 
forty miles, with horses. They built a 
boat at the head of the portage and 
tracked up the Peace to the Finlay. 
At the Rapide Que ne parle pas, 
where the Peace leaves the Rocky 
Mountains, they portaged their godds, 
about half a mile. At the Finlay 
rapid, at the western edge of the 
mountains, they attempted to tow the 
boat fully loaded up the rapid, with 
the result that it upset and almost all 
their supplies were lost. They only 
saved about 600 pounds of provisions. 
Mr. Baker says they themselves were 
to blame. They did not understand 
boating in rapids, and took chances 
they should not have taken. They 
should have done as they had at the 
first named and only other rapid they 
had to contend with above the Rocky 
Mountain portage,—that is portaged 
all or part of their cargo. Three of 
the party bought a dug out canoe 
from an Indian and taking most of 
the provisions started up the Finlay 
for Fort Graham, which was their 
objective point. Their intention was 
to reach a party of five who had gone 
from California to the Finlay by the 
Ashcroft route in the summer of 96 | 
and who had written to Baker and 
his friends to come on and to take the 
Edmonton route. Baker started down 
the Peace for Edmonton on June 13th 
reaching here on Wednesday, June 
29th as already stated, having only 
been delayed one day at Slave lake. 
He will start back in about ten days 
with three tons of supplies. The 
party intend to remain out two years. 
The Johnson party, of St. John, N. 
B., and the Dykeman party, of St. 
Paul, about 18 men in all, had also 
reached the Finlay before he left. It 
was estimated thrt about 125 men 
had started for Fort Graham by pack 
trail through the Laurier pass from 
Fort St.John. He also met several 
parties going up the Peace in boats as 
he was coming down making for the 
same point. Baker is thoroughly 
satisfied that there are good diggings 
in the country contiguous to Fort 
Graham. So many men are now 
going in that it will be well prospect- 
ed this season.

W. 1. Howey, writes to Mrs. 
Howey from Fort Nelson, under date 
of Nov. 15th. When the Howey- 
Stepher party reached the foot of the 
Liard rapids about October 12th, 
they decided to make their winter 
camp there, near the site of the H. 
B. Co. pest known as Yoad fort. He 
did not feel like putting in the winter 
there and decided to attempt a winter 
trip to Edmonton and return, by way 
of the Nelson and Peace rivers. He 
left the camp on Oct. 16th, alone, in 
a pine bark canoe bound for Fort 


Nelson, and having about 120 pounds | 
His boat was | 


of feod and bedding. 
so injured as to become vseless on 
the third day out. He then packed 
his supplies and bedding on his back 
and travelled afoot to Fort Nelson 
which he reached on Oct. 31st, dis- 
tance abovt 125 miles. He remained 
at Nelson natil Nov. 7th, waiting for 
tho river to freeze. He started then 
with a sleigh ard one dog, but found 
that the :iver was not sufficiently 
frozen to allow of travel on the ice. He 
went back te the Fort and remained 
until the 12th, when he made a fresh 
start with two dogs After travelling 
southward up the river for two days 
he found the river open again. He 
returned to the Fort again and wait- 
ed some days longer, but found no 
prospect of the river closing so as to 
be safe for travel on the ice until it 


would be too late to make the round | 


trip he had contemplated. On Nov. 
3ist he finally decided to give up the 
attempt and retarn to the camp on the 


Liard. He did not anticipate any 
danger in that direction as to the 
north the river was then frozen.
